EPHESUS 


The word “Ephesus” means to let go or relax. Therefore, 
it is not at all surprising that the Lord Jesus filed the 
complaint, “Thou hast left thy first love,” against the 
Ephesian church, for the church had started coasting, free 
wheeling, if you please, and, of course, this means that it 
was going downhill—yes, going down! 

But, the very fact that they were going down gives them 
credit for having been up, up on the very top of these 
credits: First, they were patient. Second, they were work- 
ers—yea, laborers! Third, they had nothing in common 
with evildoers. Fourth, they had the courage to expose 
and denounce those making claims: to apostleship. Fifth, 
they had been burden-bearers, responsible, trustworthy. 
Sixth, they were of the same attitude as Christ toward 
the Nicolaitans—hated their deeds. (The Nicolaitans be- 
lieved that the ministers constituted a holy order that 
should be separated from the laity, somewhat like the 
priestly order under the Levitical laws. Christ and His 
Church are still of the same attitude of the Ephesian 
church. There’s no place for lords over God’s heritage.) 
Seventh, they had not fainted while meriting all these 
compliments. What a record and how many churches fall 
far beneath it! 

“Nevertheless,” says Christ, “I have somewhat against 
thee, because thou hast left thy first love.” 

Yes, they had relaxed to take inventory of their accom- 
plishments, battles fought and victories won, and had be- 
come “at ease in Zion.” It had become the “used to” type 
of church—pastor and members alike. They had relaxed 
and intentionally or unintentionally, knowingly or ignor- 
antly, at the same time, had “let go” of love! This default 
was sO enormous and tragic as to hurl all the accomplish- 
ments of the church far, far to the background. 

I just wonder how many of the near 400,000 local 
churches of the 256 denominations in the U.S.A. are under 
the same divine indictment. Then, if we were in position 
to correctly register the love for God, neighbors, and the 
church in the hearts of the 500,000,000 professed Christians 
throughout the world, don’t you fear that the check-up 
would show low love pressure? 

Now coming to our own denomination with its 140,000 
members, including 1,132 ordained ministers, 242 ordained 
evangelists, 2,251. evangelists, and 790 exhorters, the ques- 
tion is, what is our love rating? In other words, how many 
of us Church of God ministers and members have first 
love? It must be normal or subnormal, high or low, first, 
second, third, lukewarm, or something. We must not forget 
that, after all, our status is by no means a secret, for 
teachers, Y. P. E. 
leaders, L.W.W.B. presidents, evangelists, pastors, district 
pastors, state overseers, departmental executives or super- 
visors, or general officials, keep in mind that there is a 
public thermometer over our lives and works that some- 
how the people read or hear about far and near. 

If “first (divine) love” fills and motivates our hearts, it 
is of “God, for God is love, the first love. He gave to the 
world the first expression of love, “His only bégotten Son.” 
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Jesus became first love for and to the church. “Christ 


loved the church and gave himself for it.” 

“First (divine) love” is received when we actually receive 
Christ Jesus. We can best manifest and demonstrate that 
love as members of His representative body, “the Church 
of God.” By “first love” the local church succeeds; a dis- 
trict, a state makes progress; and as a consequence, the 
general church expands and goes forward, gaining favor 
with God and man. 

Since we earnestly desire that this be the good fortune 
of the Church of God, as a safeguard against indifference 
and becoming anemic and subject ourselves to this seri- 
ous indictment, “Thou hast left thy first love,” let us ever 
keep this noted logbook of a notable missionary sailor be- 
fore us: 

“Though I speak with the ee of men and of angels, 
and have not charity, I am become as sounding brass, or 
a tinkling cymbal. And though I have the gift of prophecy, 
and understand all mysteries, and all knowledge; and 
though I have all faith, so that I could remove mountains, 
and have not charity, I am nothing. And though I bestow 
all my goods to feed the poor, and though I give my body 
to be burned, ‘and have not charity, it profiteth me noth- 
ing. Charity suffereth long and is kind; charity envieth 
not; charity vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up, doth 
not behave itself unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil; rejoiceth not in iniquity, 
but rejoiceth in the truth; beareth all things, believeth all 
things, hopeth all things, endureth all things. Charity 
never faileth: but whether there be prophecies, they shall 
fail; whether there be tongues, they shall cease; whether 
there be knowledge, it shall vanish away. For we know in 
part, and we prophesy in part. But when that which is 
perfect is come, then that which is in part shall be done 
away. When I was a child, I spake as a child, I understood 
as a child, I thought as a child: but when I became a man, 
I put away childish things. For now we see through a glass, 
darkly; but then face to face: now I know in part; but 
then shall I know even as also I am known. And now 
abideth faith, hope, charity, these three; but the greatest 
of these is charity.”

How important it is to have a plan 
in building a home. As we ride along 
the highways of this great country of 
ours and notice the beautiful homes 
that have been constructed, we know 
they were not thrown up in a hap- 
hazard way; rather, they were de- 
signed by master architects. If it is 
important to have a plan to build an 
earthly home, which in the process 
of time will be reduced to rubbish, 
how much more should we have a 
plan in building an ETERNAL HOME? 
The Divine Architect (Jesus) gives 
us that plan in the words of our text. 
Too many have deviated from the 
Bible plan of salvation and have fol- 
lowed cunningly devised fables 
(creeds and dogmas of men). The 
results have been “a house upon the 
sand.” 

There are no substitutes for SAL- 
VATION. Jesus is the Way, the Truth, 
and the Life. Salvation must come 
from God’s Son. John 5.21. “He that 
believeth on the Son hath everlasting 
life: and he that believeth not the 
Son shall not see life; but the wrath 
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of God abideth on him,” John 3:36. 
Life begins in salvation; no one can 
really say he lives unless he knows 
Jesus Christ as his -own blessed Sav- 
iour. To receive the Son and eternal 
life, four things are mentioned in 
our text by the Master. 


1. HEARING, BELIEVING, 
CEIVING, AND PASSING OVER 

Notice how Jesus puts the emphasis 
on His words: “Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, He that heareth my word.” 
God speaks to us through His Word, 
Rom. 10:17. The trouble with so many 
of us we have ears to hear and hear 
not. As I write this article, I can 
imagine I see Jesus speaking to you, 
and you are so irreverent you won’t be 
still and listen, and God may be 
speaking to you for the last time. To 
you the blessed Word of God sounds 
like an idle tale. Many of you 
have been reared in Church of God 
homes and rocked in a_ holiness 
cradle (Some of your fathers and 
mothers are preachers), and you can’t 
say that you never heard the Word. 
In fact, you have heard it many times, 
but to no avail. Those two members 
(ears) on each side of your cranium 
were put there for a specific purpose, 
that you might be blessed to hear. 
The deaf are pitiful, indeed. If you 
are deaf spiritually, your case is far 
more deplorable than the deaf phys- 
ically because you have ears to hear 
and hear not. May God give you lis- 
tening ears. Jesus said, “Blessed... 
are your ears for they hear,” and 
having heard, 

2. BELIEVE 

It is one thing to hear God’s Word 
and quite another to believe and 
practice what you hear. Someone has 
said, “I don’t believe what I hear 
(even though it’s authentic).” How 
true that statement is; if they really 
and truly heard it for good, they 
would believe it. That reminds me of 
the testimony of the man Jesus sent 
to the pool of Siloam to wash and 
receive his sight. He testified to the 
Christ-rejecting Pharisees how that 
Jesus had opened his eyes, by a simple 
act of faith, John 9:11. They were 
so blind and prejudiced to the truth 
that they closed their eyes and’ ears

to the great miracle and the living 
witness that stood before them. No 
wonder Jesus said, “Ye are blind.” 
Thousands today are blind because of 
unbelief. They cast the poor fellow 
out of the SINNER-GOG. He was 
better off; he found Jesus, believed 
upon Him, and worshiped Him. 

Unbelief is an awful thing. It will 
shut up the kingdom of heaven 
against you. It will damn your soul for 
eternity. Mark 16:16. It is impossible 
for God to save an unbeliever. They 
that come to God must believe that 
He is, and that He is a rewarder of 
them the diligently seek Him. Heb. 
11:6. 

The word “believe” is emphasized 
many times in the Bible. Jesus used 
it over and over during His ministry. 
Let us notice just a few passages of 
scripture where it is mentioned. “He 
that believeth on him (Jesus) is not 
condemned,” John 3.18. “He that be- 
lieveth on me, as the scriptures hath 
said, out of his belly (inward soul) 
shall flow rivers of living water,” 
John 7.38. “That if thou shalt confess 
with thy mouth the Lord Jesus, and 
shalt believe in thine heart that God 
hath raised him from the dead, thou 
shalt be saved. For with the heart 
man believeth unto righteousness; 
and with the mouth confession is 
made unto salvation,” Rom. 10:9, 10. 
So you see, dear reader, it is not an 
expression from the teeth out that 
saves us; rather, it is believing from 
the heart. As we believe, we look for- 
ward to the joy of

the hope of living ETERNALLY. We 
dare not be indifferent lest we forfeit 
our right to an ETERNAL HOME. Je- 
sus, in His immortal words, takes us 
beyond the realm of the natural in- 
to the ETERNAL. Our lives are not 
wrapped up in three score years and 
ten. The apostle Paul said, “I die 
daily.” He meant just exactly what He 
said, that the outward man was per- 
ishing but the inward man (soul) was 
renewed day by day. 2 Cor. 4:17. He

Today, however, they 
form the greatest anti-Red faction in 
Burma, because of the avowed atheis- 
tic principles of the Communists.—

CZECHS COOL TO COMMUNISM 


There is plenty of evidence that the 
Czechs are not swallowing the Soviet 
formula hook, line, and sinker. This is 
especially true of conservative Protes- 
tant groups. 

When church leaders were urged to 
join in a nation-wide celebration of 
the Communist coup of February 26, 
1948, there was little response. Only 
Orthodox Church and Jewish groups 
showed any degree of enthusiasm. 

A Baptist pastor, the Rev. John J. 
Pavelda, of Phoenix, who has returned 
to this country after eighteen months 
in Czechoslovakia, told a Chicago con- 
gregation: 

“The Communists are in a minority 
—they are only a handful of the popu- 
lation. Their ideology is not gaining 
among the people.” 

Dr. Pavelda was forced to return to 
the U. S. by a government decree 
which forbade work by American 
clergymen. 

“The Communists grew afraid our 
American viewpoint would influence 

the people,” he said.—Christian Life.

I feel that I was very fortunate to 
have the privilege of visiting the state 
conventions in the Western States. 
Nothing could have pleased me better. 
I have always had a feeling in my heart 
for the states west of the Mississippi, 
especially those with only a few small 
churches. So when it was decided that 
I was to visit those conventions this 
year, I felt very happy. Everywhere I 
was cordially received and met with a 
warm welcome. I could never forget 
the many courtesies shown me in the 
various places where I visited. 

The work in general is far more en- 
couraging than I had expected to find 
it. There are signs everywhere of a 
great sacrifice.

“If a church is organized and they 
do not accept the teachings of the 
Assembly, they cannot be recognized 
by Headquarters as a Church of God.”

Church Has No Inner Circle 


“There is no inner working circle in 
the Church of which the laity has no 
knowledge.”—22nd A., p. 32. 

“The Church of God stands now, as 
it has always stood, for the whole 
Bible, rightly divided, and for the New 
Testament as the only rule for gov- 
ernment and discipline. It has been 
necessary at times for the General 
Assembly of the Church to search the 
Scriptures and interpret the meaning 
of the Bible to arrive at what is the 
true and proper teaching of the 
Church on various subjects, but al- 
ways with the purpose and intention 
to base our teachings strictly upon 
the Bible. 

“For this purpose, a committee was 
appointed to report at the 1910 As- 
sembly giving a collection of some of 
the teachings made prominent by the 
Church, together with the Scriptures 
upon which these teachings were 
based and that committee did report, 
and the matter contained in the re- 
port is set forth on page 47 of the 
printed Minutes of that Assembly. 

“However, the Minutes do not show 
that the report was officially adopted 
by the Assembly. The matters set 
forth in that report are simply a col- 
lection of some of the more impor- 
tant things that we have always be- 
lieved, practiced, and taught, and is 
the law as set forth in the Holy Bible. 
We do not now attempt, and never 
have attempted, to make a law, but 
we have merely interpreted the Scrip- 
tures and we have here set forth the 
laws that we have found there. 

“In order that there may be a rec- 


ord of the Divine Law, as set forth in 
the Scriptures, and as found and in- 
terpreted by the Assembly, it is now 
declared and reaffirmed that we -ac- 
cept and stand for the whole Bible 
rightly divided, and for the New Tes- 
tament as our rule of faith and prac- 
tice and we do now declare the laws 
and teachings of the Bible as set 
forth in the report of the said com- 
mittee on page 47 of the Minutes of 
the 1910 Assembly, under the heading 
‘Church of God Teachings’ to be the 
official findings and intrepretations 
of the 1930 Assembly of the Church of 
God upon the teachings and subjects 
thereon dealt with.”—25th A., p. 23. 


Church (local) 

“Local churches refrain from tak- 
ing action on the selection of pastors 
until authorized to do so by the state 
overseer.”—28th A., p. 38. , 

“Whereas, we find that circum- 
stances and conditions oftentimes 
make it impractical for our present 
order of deacons to conveniently and 
properly render such service as the 
local church and pastor may need, we 
recommend that all deacon licenses 
be recalled, and the future order will 
be that the local church and pastor 
select annually such men as are qual- 
ified, and shall be needed to counsel 
with and work under the pastor in 
carrying on the local church work.”— 
42nd A., p. 27. 


Church Buildings 
“That location and plans for new 
church buildings and parsonages be 
submitted to and approved by the 
state and district overseers in their 
respective territories.”—36th A., p. 30.

Chis Js the Will of God 


By Rev. Fred C. Kidd, Stockton, Calif. 


All evangelical denominations be- 
lieve in sanctification. You could 
preach on this subject in almost any 
church and never raise an argument 
with either pastor or laity. Even the 
Roman Catholics believe in sanctifi- 
cation, and, after their own fashion, 
preach about it. But the vital thing 
that so many seem unable to see is 
that there is a vast difference be- 
tween preaching about an experience 
and really preaching that experience. 
Plenty of people preach about Christ 
but never preach Christ. Most people 
preach about the Bible, but few 
preach the Bible. The idea then is to 
get the subject of sanctification 
straight in our minds and hearts that 
we may know what the Word teaches 
concerning this great doctrine. Since 
there are many different theories of 
this experience, it is evident that some 
of them are wrong. There can hardly 
be three or four correct doctrines con- 
cerning sanctification. Since holiness 
people lay the greatest emphasis upon 
their particular brand of sanctifica- 
tion, it seems that the burden of 
prayer is upon us to show why we are 
right. In other words, why do we have 
a right to insist that sanctification 
is a second work of grace? In answer, 
let us examine a few of the popular 
theories and see how they stand up. 

1. We are sanctified at death. 

2. We are sanctified in purgatory. 

3. We grow into sanctification. 

4. We are sanctified through a 
constant suppression of evil. 

5. We are sanctified subsequent to 
the new birth. 

We shall consider these theories in 
order. 

1. We are sanctified at death. Let 
me ask, “What is sanctification?” It 
is a twofold work; it purifies and 
dedicates; it cleanses the heart from 
all evil and sets the Christian apart 
for the service of God. In the light of 
this truth, the theory under consider- 
ation would not be correct, for the 
Bible teaches clearly that the blood 
of Jesus Christ cleanseth us from all 
sin. Death has no power to cleanse 
from sin; the blood of Christ must do 
this. Besides, if we cannot be sancti- 
fied until death, that is too late to 
do us any good. The. lowest standard 
God has fixed for us in this life is a 
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life free from sin. So it seems that 
since it is in this life we must live 
holy, it is here that we need the ex- 
perience which makes such a life of 
victory possible. 

2. We are sanctified in purgatory. 
Purgatory does not exist. The Bible 
nowhere mentions such a place, and 
no one but Catholics seem to have 
any fear of going there. 

3. We grow into sanctification. The 
Bible teaches us that we should grow 
in grace, but nowhere does it teach 
us that it is possible to grow into 
grace. Besides, who has heen able to 
produce a single witness in the last 
two thousand years to testify to the 
reality of a growth into sanctifica- 
tion? 

4. We are sanctified through a con- 
stant suppression of evil. Not accord- 
ing to the apostle Paul are we sancti- 
fied in this manner. It is not suppres- 
sion with him; it is eradication. Let 
us see. “Knowing this, that our old 
man is crucified with him, that the 
body of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve sin,” 
Romans 6:6. And again, “But God be 
thanked, that ye were the servants of 
sin, but ye have obeyed from the heart 
that form of doctrine which was de- 
livered you. Being then made free 
from sin, ye became the servants of 
righteousness,” Romans 6:17, 18. Here 
is no suppression of evil, no caging of 
the serpent, but an absolute destruc- 
tion of the sin principle in the heart. 

5. We are sanctified subsequent to 
the new birth. The first work is not 
sanctification. We quote from the 
Lord’s prayer in St. John 17. “They 
are not of the world even as I am not 
of the world,” John 17:14. “I pray not 
for the world, but for them which 
thou hast given me,” John 17:9. Does 
this sound as if the disciples were yet 
unconverted? No, so we are forced to 
the conclusion that these men were 
saved before this prayer was ever 
prayed. Then, what is the burden of 
the prayer? “Sanctify them through 
thy truth: thy word is truth.” If these 
men were saved and yet unsanctified, 
how can that prayer be answered 
without a second work? 

It is impossible to place a consist- 
ent interpretation upon many scrip- 
tures without admitting the necessity 





of sanctification subsequent to ths 
new birth. Here are some of the verse 
that teach clearly to any reasonable 
mind the reality of two works of 
grace. 

“Purge me with hyssop, and I sha 
be clean: wash me, and I shall bh 
whiter than snow,” Psalm 51:7. 

“That they may receive forgiveness 
of sins, and inheritance among thenf 
which are sanctified by faith that 
in me (Jesus),” Acts 26:18. table, 

“Cleanse your hands, ye sinners; food £ 
and purify your hearts, ye double cooked 
minded,” James 4:8. aids in 

“Who shall ascend into the hill of task fc 
the Lord? or who shall stand in his tereste 
holy place? He that hath clean hands, arn 1 
(forgiven sins) and a pure heart 
(sanctified nature) ,” Psalm 24:3, 4. 

The foregoing quotations are but a 
sample of the many passages that The sc 
imply two works of grace. I repeat way 2 
that in order to be consistent we mustf goo] 
accept this view.
